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Since I get a lot more fun out of a rally if 
I win, I make it a point to do everything I can 
to end up in the silver. This has lead me down 
through the year and a half that I have been 
rallying to invest in just about every aid to 
rallying that has been put on the market. My 
garage and cellar are filled with the remains 
of dozens of disappointments. 


My car has, at times, taken on the aspect of 
a laboratory. Those of you who Paraded in 
1958 will remember the Speedster with the 
Monroe calculator built in... . or you may have 
seen a photo of it in Panorama, Christophorus, 
or Autosport. Formidabel. I used to win rallies 
by scaring all the other contestants. 


Not any more. The only visible mark of a 
rallyist that shows these days upon casual in- 
spection of my car is the Stevens odometer 
and a stop watch holder mounted above it. 
And still I have everything in there that I need 
to win over any competition anywhere . . . 
providing I don’t get lost or make an idiotic 
mistake in calculations. And everything I have 
has a good high resale value in case I decide 
to change interests. Let’s take a look at the 
present setup . . . which I think will be around 
for some time to come. 


The Stevens odometer has been invaluable 
ever since the first day it was installed. This 
runs to $98 direct from the manufacturer* and 
is simple to install and use. Most rallyists are 
familiar with this odometer which measures 
your distance in hundreths of a mile and has a 
second counter to help you keep your mileage 
correct even when you get lost for a while. 
It mounts on the dash or navigator’s clip-board 
and has its own light built in for night work. 


The watch should be mounted where it is 
easy to see and should have a face that can be 
read at a glance in a fast moving jouncing 
car. I use and like the Hanhart, made in Ger- 
many, which is available with a decimal minute 
face (best), a 60 second face, or a combination 
of both. This watch is quite accurate and sells 
for just under $20.** A radio converter to 
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check your starting time and zero in your watch 
on long rallies is quite helpful. The Rally- 
Verter attached to your car radio and pulls in 
the CHU time signals (standard for most rallies) 
for only $39.50.** 


Now, and most important, the calculating 
machine. Circular slide rules and tables are all 
fine . . . but they won’t put you in the winning 
circle consistently in the big national rallies. 
Just about all of the top rallyists these days are 
using the Curta calculator.** The Curta is a 
mechanical calculator that does just about every- 
thing that a Monroe will do, but at a mere frac- 
tion of the size and cost. There are two models 
available, one for $125 and the other at $165. 
The smaller unit is satisfactory for all local and 
regional rallies, but you will almost always need 
the large model for the SCCA National rallies. 


How come the Curta? Well, it is small, easy 
to use, simple to learn, and gives enough pre- 
cision to always keep you within 14 second, 
even on the longest of rallies. Just to give you 
an idea of how simple the Curta is to use, let 
me illustrate. I spent one afternoon explaining 
its operation to a sixteen year old high school 


girl . . . let her take it home to practice with 
that night and then went out the next day and 
placed first in a rally . . . her first rally! The 


next day we rallied again and placed second .. . 
this was later corected to first place, but the 
trophy had been given out and it was too late 

. one check point had been scored wrong. 
The next weekend we placed second and first 
in two more rallies against formidable competi- 
tion. 


There are three types of calculations you have 
to do on a rally. First, you have to keep track 
of your odometer error to the nearest tenth of 
a percent. This means dividing your odometer 
readings into the official mileages and running it 
out to four or five places. Second, you have to 
corect your average speeds by this factor, also 
to four decimal places. Once you have your 
corrected average speeds, you can set them into 
the Curta and read out your mileage for every 
minute or tenth of a minute by a simple twist 
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of the crank. Changes of average speed can be 
accomplished usually in less than one half minute 
so that you are never caught by a check point 
that comes within a short distance of a speed 
change. When the checkpoint comes into view, 
the navigator can give the driver the correct 
mileage for every tenth of a minute and get 
him across the line exactly on the second every 
time. 


For most local rallies there is plenty of time 
to make all three calculations on one Curta and 
this is all that is really needed. For the larger 
rallies it gives greater peace of mind if the 
navigator has two Curtas, one for running the 
rally and the other for calculating odometer 
error and average speed correction factors. It 
takes two or three minutes to clear the Curta 
of the rally time and distance and recheck odom- 
eter error, correct average speeds and set the 
rally back in it again. Once you hit a check- 
point during one of these quick recapitulations, 
you will want to have that second Curta. 


The large Curta (Model 2) has several more 
decimal places on it. With this instrument you 
can set up the rally problem so as to keep 
simultaneous track of your car odometer mile- 
age, the official rally mileage and the elapsed 
time. Thus you can get a check on your odom- 
eter at every given mileage in the rally instruc- 
tions and instantly correct for any changes in 
odometer error. Most SCCA National rallies give 
frequent mileage checks and give the contestant 
using this system a terrific advantage over every- 
one else. 


The complete tab then runs to about $243 for 
the odometer, watch and small Curta. You can 
probably get at least $180 of that back if you 
get tired of rallies. The Curta will always be 
helpful around the home or office too, for it 
is a good little adding machine. Many rallyists 
buy the Curta for their business and then “bor- 
row” it on rally weekends. The deluxe°arrange- 
ment with two Curtas and radio converter would 
run about $445 .. . which is little enough to 
invest in a hobby as fascinating as this.

Dear Editor: 


When I came back from Nippersink, I did 
not drive the Porsche for a few days. When 
I went to start it, all I got was a click from the 
starter solenoid but the starter would not operate. 
After checking the shop manual for the symp- 
toms, they agreed exactly with the trouble from 
a defective solenoid. The lights stayed bright, 
but the starter would not operate. This seemed 
to be further corroborated by the fact that when 
the key was turned on and the starter was 
tapped with a hammer, the starter operated. 
Thus it appeared that a new starter solenoid 
would have to be installed. Two days later I 
was going to tackle the job when a new symptom 
appeared. At one time the solenoid operated but 
the starter turned very slowly. So, even though 
the lights burned brightly when the starter 
solenoid was energized, it seemed to me that 
something else was wrong. I checked the bat- 
tery connections and the big cable (not the 
ground) came loose in my hand. The cable 
clamp had corroded resulting in a poor con- 
nection which would pass voltage but not amper- 
age. After repairing the battery connection, I 
had not more difficulty. The moral of this story 
is, don’t replace the starter solenoid even though 
everything points to it until you have checked 
the battery connections.

Dear Editor: 


Just yesterday, I met a PCAer from Chicago, 
Floyd Robinson by name.

In the short time of 
our acquaintance, he told me about the Porsche 
Parade as I tuned his Porsche, which incident- 
ally, really needed a tuning! By the time I 
finished the job, it was running 22 hundred rpm 
over the initial setting before I began to work 
on it. I might add that Floyd was the first 
PCAer I’ve seen in Palm Springs since I moved 
back down here, and it was certainly nice to 
meet one of the “clan” once again. 


The readers might get a kick out of knowing 
that I am now the father of a little girl whose 
name is Porsche, spelled Portia. 


If any members have had trouble getting 
Porsche workshop manuals, you may buy one 
for $12.52 plus postage, promptly from Competi- 
tion Motors, Hollywood Blvd. and Highland Ave., 
Hollywood, Cailfornia. They also carry Simi- 
chrompoli for cleaning the aluminum on our 
little “bugs”. 


A little hint to save time: Buy some glycerine 
saddle soap and while doing your upholstery, 
soap the rubber on the car too, and kill two 
birds with one stone! 


I have found that on the model 365A, most 
of the speedometer cables are just a little bit 
too long causing the needle to jump at various 
speeds and the whole unit to go “haywire” if 
this is not taken care of immediately. Simply 
grinding off a little of the cable at the speedom- 
eter end eliminates the trouble. The cause of 
the needle jumping is that the cable is pressing 
too hard on the bearing inside the unit and this 
bearing will finally wear out if the cable is not 
filled. Cost for having your speedometer re- 
paired? Approximately $12.00, including post- 
age ...so I think a little filing of the cable is 
in order. 


The best polish I have found to use on “der 
Porsche” is Westley’r Concentrate, which may 
be found in numerous filling stations or from 
Westley Industries, Inc., 1898 Scranton Road, 
Cleveland 13, Ohio. This preparation does not 
contain any waxes, plastics, or polish oils, but 
is made from pure silicon metal. It does not 

















leave a dull film on the car like a wax will, 
and WILL NOT OXIDIZE! Also, it prevents 


fading by screening the ultra-violet rays from 


the sun. If used regularly, it will keep the 
finish of the Porsche like new indefinitely. I 
have a ’57 and everyone thinks it is a ’59.

A CLUTCH CABLE REPAIR 





In New York State, the highways are so salted 
and cindered in the wintertime that it is diffi- 
cult to keep the clutch throw-out lever properly 
lubricated. 


Having had the screw on the end of the cable 
broken on two occasions this year, PCAer Jim 
Blakeslee made a repair that shall propably out- 
last the car. 


The eye in the lever, in conjunction with the 
hemispherical nut, was recognized as a half- 
baked affair, so Jim adapted a commercial de- 
vice known as the “Heim Unibal Rod End”. See 
photograph. These rod ends have a ball shaped 
bearing with a hole for connection to a stud or 
a clevis, and a threaded hole the shank. They 
are made in many sizes, this one being the 
\4 inch size, meaning that the hold through the 
ball is %4 inch and the shank is internally 
threaded 14—28. 


The original cable end has a 6 mm thread, 
so it was necessary to attach a new one with 
14,28 threads. This is made of alloy steel and 
firmly swaged onto the cable. The length of this 
assembly would require that the cable be 
shortened about 21 inches if the old cable were 
used. In this instance, a new cable of aircraft 
quality was substituted and both end pieces are 
new. 


To attach this to the lever a clevis was made, 
having a 5/16 thread to hold it solidly in the 
eye of the lever by tightening the nut against the 
convex washer. A 14 inch screw and nut, through 
the ball and clevis, complete the attachment. It 
should be mounted so that the pivot is hori- 
zontal for full flexibility, as the “Unibal” has 
only about 20° of freedom in the sideways 
direction. 


A bellows-type rubber sleeve, such as the one 
that covers the throttle rod where it emerges 
from the body near the front of the transmission, 
may be used to enclose this rod-end to render it 
weatherproof and retain the lubricant. 


These “Unibals” are usually available from 
mill supply houses or the repair shops at air- 
ports, as they are commonly used on aircraft 


control cables.
